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SERIOUS FRESHET. 

The exceptionally heavy rains 
Thursday night and Friday forenoon 
have resulted in washing away a very 
large proportion of the small bridges 
in the district surrounding Edmonton, 
so that freight traffic is interrupted in 
every direction. The previous wet 
weather had filled the slougbs and rais- 
ed the creeks, but only a_ limited 
amount of damage had been done. The 
heavy down pour of Thursday night, 
although not so very heavy in itself, 
was the last straw necessary tochange 
danger into disaster as far 4s bridges 
across the streams was concerned. The 
reports on Saturday morning were that 
every bridge was gone on the south 
trail between Edmonton and Fort Sais- 
katchewan, that the Black Mud ‘had 
been swept clear vf bridges, that the 
Landing trail was in much the same 
condition, and that where an occasional 
bridge remained standing the water 
was all around it, so that approach was 
either difficult or impossible. In such 
cases there is every probability that 
when the water subsides the approach- 
es will have to be renewed and the sup- 
ports strengthened. No such univer- 
sal high water has been seen in the dis-~ 
trict for the past twenty years, if in- 
deed ever. 

So far the Saskatchewan has not 
risen at all in proportion to the rise in 
the small creeks putiing inio it. Those 
who were here will remember that the 
great rise which occurred in August 
some years ago Was not accompanied by 
any serious rise in the tributary 
streams in this district. The 
that ihe river does not rise with the 
local rainfall is that the contro!ling 
source of its supply is in the Rocky 
Mountains, and the water which 
reaches it during its course is not suf- 
ficient to seriously affect its volume. 
The freshet here differs from, that 
which washed away the bridges in 
Southern Alberta im that there it was 
not the local rains but the freshet from 
the mountain that did the damage. 

It does not matter what the 
cause was, or from what source the 
damaige came, The condition is that 
there has been a very heavy destruc- 
tion of bridges in every part of Al- 
berta from the international }ound- 
ary to the Athabasca Landing. That 
travel is interrupted in all directions, 
that those bridges musi be replaced at 
ence or damage far in excess of the 
cost of the bridges will be done io 
the district and the progress of the 
country correspondinigly retarded. The 
local government is responsible for 
keeping the routes of travel open, But 
that goverpmeni is in no position 
financially to meet the present emer- 
ergency. The needjs of ordinary ex- 
penditure on schools and roads had al- 
ready increased beyond the ordinary 
revenue and even beyond the very con- 
siderable increases granted at the late 
session .of parliament. Besides the 
bridges which must be replaced costly 
repairs to the roads wili also be need- 
ed, and at the Same time the ordinary 
demands arising from the rapid exten- 
sion of setilemenit were never as great. 
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If the present difficulty is to be ade- 
quately met it will have to be by a 
special grant from the federal govern- 
ment. Some of the lange bridges in 
Southern Alberta are federal works 
and in any case will have to be replac- 
ed by the federal authorities, but  be- 
yond that the damage <0 reads and 
bridges under the special charge of the 
local government has been so great 
and no unprecedented that funds will 
have to be provided by ithe only author- 
ity able to provide them. An estimate 
of the amount of damage should be 
made at once, so that steps may the 
sooner be taken to repair it. 
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Droughi in Australia 


London, May 27.—Cabling from Syd- 
ney, N. & W., the correspondent there 
ot the Daily Mailgivesan account af 
the terrible drought, from which as a 
climax to seven dry years, Australia is 
now suffering. The correspondent says 
the losses in stock in Australia since 
1899 amount io £15,000,000, unempicy- 
ed men are driftiog into the cities by 
the thousands and their siate govern- 
ments are providing them with relief. 
The only districts that have escaped 
are the northern rivers districts of 
New South Wales and parts of the Riy- 
erina district. 

The situation has been aggravated 
by the federal duties on fodder, which 
prevent its importation. Communica- 
tion in the interior has been paralyzed 
as the waterways are unnavigable. | 
Owing to the price of fodder the farm- 
ers have given up bauling of mail in 
@ueensland and the sheep are dying 
by the millions, continues the corres- 
pondent, and even the rabhiits are 
starving. A common method of treai- 
ing exhausted horses is to slit the an- 
imal’s palate with a knife, the horse 
is revived by swallowing bis own 
blood. Numbers of “sun cowners” and

The result 
was scarcely expected to be so ces 
able. It is true that Premier Ross 18 
admitted to be one of the most able 
adian public life, and that 
his public and private record ee 
the very best. It is also true that ae 
though the leader of the opposition 1s 
clever and above reproach he oa = 
place before the people any definite pol- 
icy opposed to that of the Ross govern- 
ment. The coniest was entirely of a 
personal and party nature and did not 
involve questions of principle to any 
degree. Bat the government to the 
leadership of which Mr. Ross succeed- 
ed had been in power for thirty years 
and the ccy wert up that it was time 
for a change. On its face this would 
not seem to be a very strong policy 
upon which to appeal to an intelligent 
electorate. And it was not, as the re- 
sult showed still it had an alement of 
strength. A long lease of power na- 
turally tends to the growth of abuses 
amongst 
friends of the government and party 
are hard to rectify while that govern- 
ment or party remains in power. Griev- 
ences, real or fancied, are bound to 
accumulate against the best managed 
government, and it seems as though 
it could only be a matter of time when 
the accumulation must reach a suffi- 
cient pitch to overthrow any govern- 
ment. Besides the cry is of such an 
indefinite nature that it cannot be met 
and overthrown. It puts the govern- 
ment on the defensive and yet they 
can only beat the wind. That the Ross 
government survived under such, cir- 
cumstances is the best evidence that 
it was worthy of the continued con- 
fidence of the province in preference 
to their opponents. 

Another feature that told heavily 
against the Ross government was the 
great part played by federal party poli- 
tics in the contest. Although there is 
no proper connection between federal 
and provineial politics it is the custom 
in the eastern provinces to link them 
together, and to run provincial elec~ 
tions on federal party lines. The Ross 
government was of the liberal party 
in federal politics and Ontario was con- 
servative ‘by a considerable majority 
in the federal house. Evidently, so the 
opposition argued, all that was neces- 
sary was to draw federal party lines 
tightly enough and the defeat of the 
Ross government was assyred. ‘Tosuch 
an extent was that idea carried that 
the early adjournment of the federal 
parliament was chiefly due to the de- 
sire of the conservative majority. from 
Ontario in that house to get inta the 
provincial elections in the hope of car- 
rying their voters wiih them against 
the Ross government. That they were 
not successful shows, as has often been 

shown before, that the supposition 
that the electors of Canada do ~not 
think for themselves is largely a mis- 
take. When Ontario, where party 
politics run higher than anywhere else 
in Canada, and which elects a con- 
servative majority of ten to the house 
of commons gives the liberals local gov- 
ernment a majority of six, in the face 
of the strongest possible effort being 
made to keep the people within their 
praty lines, it proves that something 
more than an appeal to party allegi- 
ance is necessary to carry conviction 
to the mind of the Canadian voter. 
lt is more than likely that the very 
strengil of the effort to secure the 
defeat of the Ross government with- 
out offering an° alternate policy, had 
an. effect the opposite of that intend- 
ed, and that Mr. Ross owes his return 
to power as much to the unreasoning 
bitterness of his opponents as to the 
merits of his own policy or administra~ 
tions . ;

Rumors are current of a move to be 
made on the part of the Canadian Paci- 
fic, which will be of considerable im- 
portance. It is learned that the com- 
pany ictend to organize a land eom- 
pany to take over all the business now 
conducted by the land department, 


The reason for this change is that 
with ihe increased rush of business 
and the enormous enquiry for land 
*hrough the wesc owned by the C. P. 
R. ‘he departmenc are not able to 
cope wth it in che shape they would 
like to. Ali deals under the present 
arrangements have to be sanctioned by 
the president, and this requires a 
great deal of his time, and besides 
does not allow the proper facilities for 
the handling of the  businesa, 
The inrush of immigration 
has been so large, the enquiries from 
Amecican colonization companies <o 
numerous that it is hardly possible for 
the president to give the details of the 
department’s plans enough attention. 
At present the iand belonging to the 
Cc. Pp. R. totals about 23,000,000 acres, 
and it is their desire to sell this land 
in such a way as to populate it with 
the very best setilers and build up the 
resources of the west. With the fa- 
cilities given to a company with full 
control, the disposal of lands and the 
improvements of the lands by irriga- 
tion could. be managed with greater 
dispa*ch and on broader lines. 

One of the many matters to be taken 
up by the company will be the Bow 
Yiver irrigation, scheme, which means 
the improvement of about two million 
acres of land along this river.

Conductor Fahey Asked to Resign.

Rain and Snow in England. 


London, May 17.—So far as it jhas 
progressed in London, rain, snow 
and hail have been Englands har; 
binger of summer. Never has there 
been such an inclement spring. Those 
who have come for the coronatipn 
sit around in _  doleful groups, 
waiting for the sunshine that nev- 
er comes. The women goto the 
opera and clubs in furs, and the men 
have long since reverted to their 
winter clothes, so prematurely dis- 
carded in sunny April. No amount 
of festivities, and there are plenty 
of them, c¢an_ dispel the universal 
gloom that the awiul weather has 
created. In the northern part of 
the country there was actual skat- 
ing this week, while an automobile 
trip to Scotland had to be abandon- 
ed on aceount of the snow. London 
itself has been spared this last visi- 
tation, but cold northeast winds and 
perpetual rain fully brought the un- 
savory weather record of the metro- 
polis up to that of the provinces, un- 
til today, when it became slightly 
finer and warmer. 


Bernier Promised $60,000. 


Montreal, May 21.—Captain J. E. 
Bernier, who contemplates a visit to 
the Arctic regions, with the object of 
planting the Union Jack on_ the 
North Pole, has received a_ definite 
promise of a grant of $60,000 from 
the federal government, on condi- 
tion that a similar sum is subscribed 
by the public at large. A goodly 
shere of this amount has already 
been promised, both in Canada and in 
the mother country. Captain Bern- 
ier intends to go to Toronto the 
first week in June, and endeavor to 
secure the endorsation of the con- 
gress of the heards of trade, which 
will then be in session, to his enter- 
prise.

An important Conference. 


The conference of the Canadian 
boards of trade, which is to be held in 
Toronto early in June, with a view to 
concentrating the commercial opinion 
of the country on the questions which 
the colonial conference will discuss af- 
ter the coronation in London, will be 
one of the mast important. gatherings 
ever assembled in the Dominion. This 
is a formulative period in trade as well 
ais other matters; and lines are being 
laid now which will govern the com- 
mercial development of the future for 
many years. The colonial conference 
will discuss the trade policy of the em- 
pire, whatever else it may leaves _un- 
considered; and if is exceedingly time- 
ly for the trade experts of the Domin- 
ion to get together on the eve of the 
departure of the premier and formu- 
late their ripest and latest opinion on 
the: subject. os 

The discussions and conciusions of 
the conference cannot fail to be of the 
utmost importance to Sir W ilirid aad 
the other Canadian delegates; ior it is 
not to be expected that a bady o¢ busy 
ministers shall be as well versed in the 
details of trade as the men who have 
muide it a lifestudy. And they should 
pot be backward in giving the reasons 
for the opinions they advance. Our 
ministers cannot, where both interests 
and opinions are certain to clash, be 
expected to take the dictum even of a 
conference; but must be generously 
provided with the reasons which lie 
behind the findings of the majority. 

A great deai wil! depend upon the 
The gentlemen who are honored with 
election as delegates to this most mom- 
entous gathering may well prepare 
themselves carefully and industrious- 
ly for their part in the discussion. It 
is not an uncommon experience for a 
good cause to fail for lack of adequate 
vocacy; and this is especially likely to 
occur where a gathering of experts 
are engaged in practically preparing a 
case for non-expert representatives. An 
array of facts in support of whatever 
policy the conference adopts should be 
placed at once at the disposal of the 
ministers; for. while they” will, of 
course, take precisely whatever atti- 
tude may please them, preserving the 
utmost independence, they will not be 
above knowing to the fullest extent 
the circumstances which have led the 
conference to its conclusions. 

The proceedings should be informa- 
tive rather than mandatory. No one 
wants the boards of trade to legislate 
for the country, or to assume any re- 
sponsibility for the government; but 
every one will he delighted if they will 
place their vast wealth of information 
before the governmeot and ibe country 
alike. There are other interests in 
the Dominion—possibly contrary inier- 
ests; and they will be heard from. It 
will be the premier’s duty to hear all 
and judge between them. But, for this 
very reason, it is the more ipiportant 
that ihe trade experts of our leading 
cities Should say with ciearness and 
cogency what they think, and why 
they think it. Possibly the debates of 
the conference will be of more value 
than the resolutions.
